But Mr. Bennett confined a great 
ideal of hii election campaign in the trimmer of 1930 
jto the -b—in-f- of v thoe problem!, and one of the 
Anost solemn pnritet he made to the electorate then 
awas that if br>*re elected, he would end unem¬ 
ployment or peri* in the attempt. Hu solution of 
•that proble m jie n a comparatively tnrtple ooe com- 
■‘pared with what" it han developed into after three 
Jyeart of Mr. Bennett'i administration—would be 
•found, he confidently declared, in an increase in the 
^country’s tariff protection. He has followed the 

Jpolicy. 

• In'hu speech yeiterday, the Prime Minuter re¬ 
ferred with obvious pride to the fact that an advene 
^balance of trade of approximately $100,000,000 
■when his government took office had been turned into 
« favorable balance of $120,000,000 as at the end 
inf August this year. The official figures issuad by 
-the Dominion Bureau of'Statistics show a margin in 
•the Dominion’s favor of a little lets than $105.- 
2)00,000. But what Mr. Bennett evidently did not 
Jcxplaip to the members of the Eastern Ontario 
■Liberal-Conservative Association was that when Can¬ 
ada's trade with the rest of the world showed n debit 
balance of about $100,000,000 our total import and 
export trade was worth approximately $2,400,- 
000.000. Because of this very large turnover, of 
jeourse, unemployment conditions were, relatively 
epeaking, not especially serious. There were some¬ 
thing like 150,000 idle persons. 

When we cotne down to the trade for the twelve 
months ending last August, to which Mr. Bennett 
refers, we find that the $105,000,000 favorable

000,000 less than it was when $100,000,000 ap¬ 
peared on the debit side. At our external business 
has declined to about one-third of what it was three 
years ago, therefore, so has the number of the 
country's unemployed more than trebled itself. But 
jpte we lo assume from the Prime Minister's reference 
to trade that he would prefer a favorable balance of 
$105,000,000 in a total turnover of $676,000,000 
to an unfavorable balance of $100,000,000 in a 
total turnover of $2,400,000,000) If he does, he is 
assuredly the lone disciple of an entirely new system 
pf economic reasoning. 

The Tines always has argued that it would be 
unfair to attribute to -Mr. Bennett and his colleagues 
in the government all the re sponsibility for the present 
condition of affairs in Canada. But the government 
has pursued policies which have made this condition 
a very great deal worse than it need have been. The 
Prime Minister announced at the outset that ha was 
going to blast his way into the markets of the world.

A good deal of attention has been drawn in 
British by-election campaigns In the various obliga¬ 
tions to which Britain has committed herself, more 
particularly under the Locarno pacta. In some quar¬ 
ters friendly to the government “more Ottawa and 
less Geneva" has been the cry. 

Article 4 of the Locarno Treaty commits Great 
Britain to support Germany if she it unjustly attacked 
by France and Belgium. It commits Britain to 
support Franca or Belgium if either it attacked by 
Germany. It is the realization by the public of these 
commitments which has thrust Britain’s foreign policy 
into the forefront in recent by- el ections—and the gov¬ 
ernment has loat thousands of vote*. 

AN OPTOOBTIC MINISTER 

Hon. Howard McGmnell, ICG, Provincial 
Treasurer and Minister of Municipal Affaire in 
the Conservative government of Premier Anderson 
m Saskatchewan, now a visitor in Victoria, says his 
colleagues m that administration attach no signifi¬ 
cance to the result of last week's provincial election 
in this province. He predicts, moreover, that when 
Mr. Anderson seeks endor sem ent at the polls next 
summer he will be re-elected. 

It is refreshing to discover an opti m i stic member 
of a Conservative government which has been in 
office more than four yean, and proposes to run 
to the hill limit of its time, practicing victory after 
that government gives an account of ite stewardship 
to the people. Mr. McConnell, of course, may have 
better ground for hit opinion than the trend of 
political events throughout Canada would seem to 
indicate. But we have our doubts. 

Only a few weeb ago the people of Nova Scotia 
spoke with no uncertain voice. Premier Harrn^tan's 
Conservative government was completely snowed un¬ 
der by the Liberal forces led by Mr. Angus L 
Macdonald. There followed three important by- 
elections in the federal field, ons'm New Brunswick, 
one is Quebec, and the other in Mr. McConnell’s own 
province of Saskatchewan. Strikag Liberal gain* 
were recorded in New Brunswick and Saskatchewan, 
while the Liberal held the Quebec Mat. British Co¬ 
lumbia has just registered another Liberal landslide. 

The standing of parties at the Saskatchewan 
Legislature at the end of last year showed twenty- 
four Conservatives, five Progressives, six Independents 
—these three parties form the Co-operative govern¬ 
ment— while there were twenty-seven Liberals m 
opposition, with one vacant seat. The Liberal fol¬ 
lowing. therefore, is the largest trait: it is hardly likely 
to be fas* after next year’s contest. 

RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE 

During the next three months a Protestant min¬ 
ister. a Catholic priest, and a Jewish rabbi will tour 
the United States together, to preside in thirty-seven 
cities at interdenominational discussions of religious 
tolerance. 

Nothing has happened on this continent recently to 
indicate that any revival of religious intolerance it to 
be feared. But it has had a fearful flare-up across 
the ocean, and of all menaces to the peace of mankind 
it is one of the most contagious. 

This lour can be looked on as a kind of vaccina¬ 
tion. and it can be made an exceedingly valuable 
thing. Full religious tolerance is one of tho:: blessings 
whose true worth usually is not appreciated until they 
disappear. It is a comparatively new thing m the 
world. Its roots have not sunk as deeply into the sub¬ 
stratum of civilized society as m«ht be wished. If 
it is to be preserved, we must be eternally vigilant. 

We need to realize, too, that it it one of the 
essential ingredients m the democracy which we 
cherish. Democracy is more than jest the abolition of 
autocratic government. In its broad sense, it is a scheme 
°f •ocwty under which each individual is permitted 
lo live his own life ai he sees fit. • 

He not only has his vote, and his free and un-. 
challenged choice of occupation: he has the right to 
M -ershqs ■*» ha p las m . and to do it imthour suffering „■ 
the slightest discrimination, in any form, because of it. 

Any infringement on this right i* a denial of 
the very essence of democracy.. A democracy must 
have full religious tolerance, because of the simple 
fact that the moment it ceases to do to it ceases to 
be a democracy. All Canadians who think their de¬ 
mocracy worth preserving automatically must be de¬ 
fenders of religious tolerance. 

All this it worth repeating these days, even 
though there is no sign that a revival of intolerance 
threatens tu.
